British Guide Published 


With Controversial Advice 
By Gail Gregg 


LoNDon, March 3 (UPY).—The 
1977 British Good Food Guide 
was published today and there is 
likely to be considerable con- 
troversy about some of the guide's 
pronouncements. 

Four famous restaurants of 
culinary London were demoted in 
the new edition—Lockets, Rules, 
the Savoy Hotel Restaurant and 
Simpson's-in-the-Strand. 

And a special preface to the 
London section of the guide uses 
“imaginary names” to head de- 
meaning descriptions of three res- 
taurants “everyone has heard of.” 
Which? The consumer publishing 
company which produces the 
guide has offered a case of wine 
to the first person to guess the 
“real names” of the thrée rés- 
taurants.} 

Christopher Driver, free-lance 
journalist and editor of the book, 
suggested in his preface that a 
British ‘“nefional restaurant,” 
within walking distance of Lon- 
don tourist attractions, be estab- 
lished to help achieve “a cohe- 
Tent and recognizable style in 
British public eating.” 

Mr. Driver suggested that the 
“national restaurant" consist of 
a complex of dining rooms serv- 
ing traditional foods such as 
Christmas pudding, rum butter 
and Stilton cheese. 

‘Laced With Avarice* 

Tourists would welcome such 2 
restaurant, Mr. Driver said, be- 
cause “far too often, such people's 
first, second and third experiences 
of British eating—be it at 2 coun- 
try hotel, a city restaurant, a 
motorway service station or a 
Junchtime pub—is of a sleazy in- 
competence laced with avarice.” 

The 1977 food guide notes 
that the traditional British 
‘West End restaurants are declin- 
ing both in numbers and in 
standards — while Chinese and 
Middle Eastern establishments are 
increasing, 

“There was @ Survey released 
several days ago that showed that 
Chinese cooking is marginally 
more popular than fish and 
chips,” Mr. Driver said today. 

In fact, British eating habits 
and restaurant ownership are 
changing so quickly that one in 
five restaurants in last year's 
guide is not in the new guide. 

This worries Mr. Driver because 
“jt shows our imdustry is un- 
stable at the kind of level we're 
talking about in this book.” 

This year’s best, according to 
Mr. Driver and his crew of 150 
culinary critics, is London's Con- 
naught Hotel.

No doubt it's frivolous to say with any 
certainty what makes Idi Amin tick, If he 
is not irrational, he has 8 sense of theater 
making him appear to be so.

This erisis—an odd one, since the people 
Supposedly subject to detention in Uganda 
were almost all ‘people who'd long ago 
chosen to live there—has now eased. The 
State Department is inclined to attribute 
this result to its own skillful diplomacy, 
which included the positioning of a US. 
Navy task force in the Indian Ocean. Per- 
haps so. We would not so much contest this 
judgment as note that President Carter 
might be well-advised to temper his sense 
of outrage over human rights violations 
abroad with a proper regard for political 
realities.

several hundred US. residents of Uganda.

However reassuring it is to hear that the 
Americans In Uganda now seem to be safe, 
1. must be underlined that the “crisis” in- 
volving them is only a small and tangential 
part of the true crisis, which remains in 
effect. That is, of course, the continuing 
threat that Idi Amin poses to the life and 
liberty of his own citizens, some tens of 
thousands of whom he has murdered, mostly, 
it seems, on religious lines; a Moslem, he kills 
Christians. The African and Arab states 
that apparently helped influence him to 
back off on the U.S. missionaries have done 
only part of the service they owe the inter- 
national community and their own good 
name. As expected, the UN Human Righis 
Commission has averted its gaze from the 
criminal acts of one of the states compos- 
ing its automatic majority. This makes it 
all the more incumbent upon the Africans 
and Asians, acting as individual states, to 
continue to make their influence felt for the 
benefit of the Ugandan people. -

About That Kidney From Russia 


The recent news that a Brooklyn construc- 
tion worker got a kidney transplant by way 
of Moscow puzzled us. The kidney was flown 
here after being removed from a young vic- 
tim of a Moscow automobile accident. Since 
the United States has many more auto acci- 
dents than the Soviet Union, it struck us as 
odd that any American should have to look 
to the Russians for a used kidney. 

On researching the matter, we discovered 
that there are now at least 6,000 sufferers 
from kidney disease in this country who 
could benefit from transplants. A lucky few 
will get kidneys from living donors—prob- 
ebly close relatives; but most must walt for 
the kidney of someone who has lately died. 
Last year, about 4,000 such transplants were 
performed In the United States, but some 
people perished for want of one. 

What accounts for the domestic shortage 
ot kidneys and other organs for transplant? 
large part of the problem has to do with 
the point at which @ person is declared 
le dead. For an organ to be used in 
8 transplant, it should be removed from the 
body of the donor as soon after death as 
possible. But when is a person to be judged 
dead? 

A dozen states have passed laws that de- 
fine death in terms of brain death. Physi- 
clans are permitted to pronounce a patient 
dead when electrical activity in the brain 


gr 


has ended and when other tests indicate 
that no return to life is possible even though 
artificlal mechanisins such as respirators 
will keep the heart beating and the blood 
circulating. During this period of artificially 
induced “life,” the patient’s organs dete- 
riorate, and when death finally is acknowl- 
edged, they may no longer be suitable for 
transplant. ; 

‘The need for usable organs also runs into 


the rights of the dying person and his‘rela-_ 


tives. Most physicians are naturally uncom- 
fortable about asking grieving kin for per- 
mission to make the organs of thelr relatives 
availahle—and most of those asked are likely 
to be appalled at the suggestion. 

In the Soviet Union, by contrast, physi- 
clans define death as the end of brain 
activity; they need not ask next of kin for 
permission to remove an organ; and mali- 
practice suits are virtually unknown. The 
Soviet pattern is not the U.S. way, yet wider 
endorsement of the brain-death criterion by 
state legislatures would he helpful. A legal 
framework—the Uniform Anatomical Gift 
Acts—already exists for people who wish to 
donate their organs for transplant when 
they die. Such potential donors are giving 
the most direct expression possible to their 
desire that the passing of one human may 
help to keep another alive.

Bukovsky at White House 


νον Bukovsky spent half an hour in the 
White House, including the 10 mfnutes with 
the President. The rest of the conversation 
wih Mr. Mondale dwelt mainty on human 
rights in the Soviet Union. “Why do you 
and your friends take such risks?” the Vice- 
President asked him, Bukovsky simply an- 
swered: “Primarily because we have faith 
tn our cause and we trust men.” Jimmy 
Carter has thus accomplished what his pre- 
decessor, Gerald Ford. refused to do last 
year when he forewent receiving writer 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn upon the advice of 
Henry Kissinger. who did not want to vex 
the Soviet Union. 

But Mr. Carter had carefully calculated 
what he did. The invitation to the White 
House was made in Vice-President Mondale's 
name, not by the President himself. The 
conversation was not mentioned on the List 
of Carter’s appointments, but on that of 
Mondale And the President merely joined 
a@ conversation that was taking place in an 
ordinary conference room. Carter did not 
let himself be photographed with Bukovsky, 
who officially was Mondale’s guest. 

The President weighed his words very 
earefully so 85 to assure Bukovsky that he 
would continue to defend human rights. not 
only in the Soviet Union, but everywhere in 
the world, while underscoring that he wants 
this action to be positive. Clearly speaking 
this means that he wouldn't go too far if

UN Homilies and Uganda

No doubt the commission finds it easier to 
pronounce on violations of human rights in 
countries which allow inspection. which have 
ἃ press capable of reporting such violations, 
or where internal criticism thrives. But in 
those cases its work is already done for it 
because the malpractices are in any event 
exposed.

NEW YORK, March 3 (NYT). 
—The decision by the Organiza- 
tion of African Unity to expand 
its sports boycott to South Africa 
poses a serious threat to future 
sports relations between the 
United States and black African 
nations. 

W. BE (Slew) Hester jr, presi- 
dent of the U.S. Tennis Associa- 
tion, said yesterday that the 
United States would not with- 
draw from its Davis Cup match 
against South Africa April 15 to 
17 in Newport Beach, Calif. 

“We will definitely play South 
Africa.” he said by phone from 
Jackson, Miss, “The USTA has a 
resolution made im 1975 that it 
will play every nation in the 
Davis Cup draw and will not 
default or refuse to play for politi- 
cal reasons.” 

The USTA commitment puts the 
United States on a collision 
course with the ministerial coun- 
cil of the OAU, which has ealled 
for a boycott of all sports events 
involving countries that main- 
tain sports links with South 
Africa, The OAU boycott, which 
began at the Montreal Olympics, 
previously had been restricted to 
competition involving New Zea- 
land. 

Threatens Meet 

Olan Cassell, executive direc- 
tor of the Amateur Athletic 
Union, said the OAU decision 
“doesn't sound good.” 

“It definitely threatens the 
World Cup," Cassell said of the 
World Track and Field Champion- 
ships, scheduled for September in 
Duesseldorf. “And it sounds as if 
the decisians have gotten out of 
the sports peoples’ bands in 
Africa.” 

U.S. sports officials remained 
puzzled over the OAU's hardened 
position, when lifting the boycott 
against New Zealand had ap- 
peared imminent. Expanding the 
boycott, officials say, could drive 
black African nations further 
away from international sports 
competition. an area that has 
benefitted them in the past. It 
also could produce further divi- 
sion in the Olympic movement. 

A meeting of the national 
Olympic committees will be held 
April 27 in Abidjan, the Ivory 
Coast. . 

“Im sure the full impact of 
this on the Olympic movement 
will be discussed in detail at this 
meeting.” said Col Don Miller, 
executive director of the U.S. 
Olympic Committee. : 

Appeared Miffed 

He declined to speculate 
whether the OAU decision was 
timed to coincide with the 
Olympic meeting in a black 
African country, But a State 
Department official said that 
some African nations had ap- 
peared miffed over the post- 
Olympic reluctance of the New 
Zealand government to condemn 
future sports ties with South 
Africa. 

‘The political stalemate in south- 
em Africa over biack majority 
rule was cited as another possible 
motive for the OAU to pressure 
countries into condemning South 
Africa, 

Cassell said the AAU had been 
negotiating to hold an inter- 
national outdoor track and field 
meet for the benefit of African 
athletes May 14 in College Park, 
Md. One provision would have 
been to lft the boycott against 
New Zealand. which could have 
paved the way for a mile or 
1.600-meter race between John 
Walker of New Zealand and 
Pilbert Bayi of Tanzania. 

Cassell said he received a cable 
last month from the secretary- 
general of the Supreme Council 
of Sports in Africa, assuring the 
AAU that “for naw, New Zea- 
Jand boycott 14:68." 

“Tt sounds to me like every- 
body's scared to death in Africa.” 
Cassell said. 

He acknowledged that. if U.S. 
teams competed against South 
Africa and black African nations 
adhered strictly to the OAU man- 
date, track and field athletes 
from Tanzania, Kenya and other 
African nations could be kept 
from U.S. competition.
